REPORT, 1916. 


Office of the Registrar-General of Births, &c., July 20th, 1917. 


Sir—I have the honor to submit to you the following report on the births, deaths, and 
marriages registered in South Australia in the year 1916 :— 


Among the outstanding features of the report, the following may be selected :— 
The births registered were slightly higher than in 1915, and the birth rate advanced a little 
compared with that year. 


The number of marriages showed a considerable falling off, and the marriage rate, which has been very 
high for several years, fell to a figure lower than that of any of the previous seven years. 


The death record was very unfavorable, the number being the highest ever registered in any year, 
and the death rate was the highest for fifteen years. 


Owing to the comparatively small number of births, and the very high total of deaths, the natural 
increase for the year was considerably under the average. 


BIRTHS, DEATHS, AND MARRIAGES IN SOUTH AUSTRALIA IN 1916. 


POPULATION. 


The estimated population on December 31st, 1916, was 431,814, viz., 201,103 males and 230,711 
females. 


The estimated mean population was 482,890 (204,963 males and 227,927 females). 


BIRTHS. 


The births in 1916 numbered 11,857, and were 59 more than in 1915, but considerably less than in 
any of the preceding three years. The birth rate was 27°39, which was higher by °59 than the rate for 
1915. 


For the purpose of comparison the birth rates of the Commonwealth, the Australian States, and 
New Zealand are shown for 1916 :—

Metropolitan Area and Country—The births in the city and suburbs during 1916 numbered 5,874 
equal to 26°09 per 1,000 of population, and in country districts the number was 5,983 or 28°80 per 1,000. 


Of the total births registered, 6,200 were male and 5,657 female, the proportion of the former to 100 of 
the latter being 109°60. The Commonwealth ratio in 1916 was 105-61, and in England, according to recent 
returns, the proportion for the five years ended with 1915 was 103°84. ‘ 


The proportion in 1916 for South Australia was unusually high, and at first sight might seem to give 
support to statements which have been made that the rate of male to female births is increased in time 
of war; but it may be pointed out that 109°60 is not by any means a record for this State—in two 
successive years, 1887 and 1888, the proportions were 109°70 and 109°82, while in 1903 the high total of 
111:29 was reached. ‘The average decennial rates for the last thirty years were :—1887-1896, 104-78 ; 
1897-1906, 10562; 1907-1916, 105°48, the decade including the two war years 1915 and 1916 taking 
only second place in the averages.

Illegitimate Births.—The births entered as illegimate numbered 457 (241 males and *+8&females), 
against 465 in the previous year ‘The percentage of illegitimate births to the total births registered during 
the year (3°85) was the lowest since 1898.

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LEGITIMATION. 


In 1898 an Act was passed entitled “The Legitimation Act,” making provision for the legitimation 
of children born before marriage on the subsequent marriage of their parents. In 1902 “The Legitimation 
Amendment Act,” which amended the principal Act mainly in the direction of abolishing the time limit of 
30 days and allowing registration to be effected at any time after marriage, was passed. Under these Acts 
any child born out of wedlock whose parents afterwards marry is deemed to have been legitimated by such 
marriage from birth, on the birth being registered in the manner prescribed. From 1903 to 1916 the births 
of 378 children have been so legitimated. 


NATURAL INCREASE. 


The natural increase or excess of births over deaths was 6,780 in 1916 against 7,104 in 1915. The 
natural increase, and the rate of increase for several years is shown in the following table :—

By a reference to the comparative table on page 14 the rate of increase for South Australia may be 
compared with that of other countries. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths in 1916 numbered 5,077, which was the greatest number ever recorded in any year, the 
next highest being in 1884, when 4,789 deaths were registered. The 1916 total was greater than that of 
1915 by 383, greater by 582 than the mean of the previous five years, and greater by 906 than the mean of 
the previous ten years. 

Of the total deaths, 878, or 17 per cent., were of children under 1 year; 711, or 14 per cent., were 
over 1 year, but less than 20; 671, or 18 per cent., were over 20, but less than 40; 833, or 16 per cent., 
were over 40, but less than 60; and 1,989, or 89 per cent., were of 60 years and upwards. 

The deaths of males were 2,721 and of females 2,356, the proportion of the former to 100 of the 
latter being 115°49, which was greater by 5-89 than the proportion of male to female births. 

Of the total number of deaths for the year, 1,369 were registered in the first quarter, 1,277 in the 
second, 1,848 in the third, and 1,083 in the fourth, the mortality of the first half of the year being, 
as usually happens, greater than that of the last. 

The death rate per 1,000 of the population was 11°73, which was greater than the rate for the previous 
year by 1:06, and which was the highest rate since 1902. 

The death rate for males was 13°28, and for females 10°34. 

The average death rate for the last five years was 10°84. In the other Australian States the

Deaths—Metropolitan and Country.—The deaths in the metropolitan area numbered 3,055, equal 
to 18°57 per 1,000, and those in the remainder of the State totalled 2,022, or 9:73 per 1,000 of the 
population.

: Epidemic 
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Epidemic diseases were 55 per cent. higher than in 1915; in individual causes in this division 
diphtheria, whooping cough, and influenza were responsible for a largely increased mortality. 


Other general diseases in 1916 compared favorably with the previous year, owing principally to a 
smaller number of deaths from cancer. 

In the division “* Local Diseases’? 286 more deaths were registered in 1916 than in 1915, the individual 
causes adding to the excess being heart disease, bronchitis, pneumonia, and diarrhoea. 

As the infantile death rate was higher, so in the other extreme of life the deaths from old age were 
16 per cent. higher than in the previous year. 

There was a falling off in the External Causes Division, a lesser number of deaths from accidental 
falls and crushing having been recorded. 

As very full particulars are given in the tables accompanying this report respecting the different causes 
of death specified in them, it is considered necessary to refer specially here to only some of those in the 
epidemic general division and a few of the other causes. 


Typhoid Fever.—There were 50 deaths (28 males and 22 females) from typhoid fever, being less by 1 
than the number recorded in 1915.

The deaths in this State from typhoid fever in 1916 included 2 of children under 5 years of age, 
while there were only 7 deaths of persons over 45. Of the 50 deaths 19 occurred in the four districts 
forming ‘“ Adelaide and suburbs” (that is, Adelaide, Norwood, Hindmarsh, and Port Adelaide), only 3 
in the districts south of Adelaide district, and the remaining 28 in the other parts of the State. 


It is noteworthy how very few deaths from this disease occur in all that portion of the State which lies 
south of the district of Adelaide. From 1887 to 1916 they numbered in each year respectively only 4, 8, 8, 
9, 1; 1, .2;:4,-5, 1, 2,8, 3,4, 1,6, 15.4, 3, 2,3, 25.5, 3, 1, 2,2, 1, 3,,and. 3. 

The deaths from typhoid fever in 1916 were distributed over the whole year, with the exception of the 
month of August, though the mortality from it during the first half was very much greater than that 
for the remainder of the year. 


Scarlet Fever, Measles—In 1916 there was 1 death from scarlet fever, being the same number 
as in the previous year, while there were 20 deaths from measles, against 37 in 1915. 


Whooping Cough.—There were 55 deaths, against 5 in 1915. The number ot deaths from this disease, 
varies considerably ; in 1918 there were 70 deaths, in 1912 there was only 1. The average number for the 
five years 1912-1916 was 36. 


Diphtheria and Croup.—The deaths from diphtheria totalled 144 (66 males and 78 females), being 
more by 72 than were recorded in 1915, and the highest number since 1891. Seventeen of the deaths 
were of persons over 10 years of age. 


Judging from the returns of several years, it would seem that though no age protects a person from 
liability to attack from this malady, the mortality from it is chiefly confined to children. Ninety per cent. 
of the deaths in 1916 were of children under 10 years old. Of the total deaths from diphtheria, 88 were 
registered in ‘‘Adelaide and suburbs,” 10 in the districts south of the Adelaide district, and the remaining 
46 in the other parts of the State. 


For the 15 years ended with 1909 the State had been comparatively free from diphtheria, and the 
deaths in this period were very few. Between the years 1881 and 1894, however, the disease was prevalent 
and the death rate was high.

The death rate for 1916 was 0°33, and was the highest rate since 1891. Influenza 
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Influenza.—Thirty -seven persons (16 males and 11 females) succumbed to this disease, against 13 in 1915. 


Tuberculosis of the Lungs.—The deaths from phthisis were 342 (177 males and 165 females), being 
less by 3 than the number registered in 1915. Of the total deaths from all causes 6°74 per cent. were 
attributed to phthisis, against 7°35 in the previous year, while the proportion of deaths from this disease 
per 1,000 of the mean population was 0°79, against 0°78 in 1915.

The deaths from tuberculosis of the lungs in the metropolitan area numbered 253, equal to a rate of 
1:12 per 1,000 of population, and in country districts 89 deaths occurred, or 0°42 per 1,000. 


All Tubercular Diseases.—The deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 410 (214 males and 196 
females), equal to a rate of 0°95 per 1,000, against 408, or 0°98 per 1,000, in the previous year, and an 
average of 383 for the last five years. 


Cancer.—The deaths from cancer (including all malignant new growths) numbered 356 (183 males and 
173 females), a decrease of 87 on those registered in 1915. This is the first time for several years that a 
decrease in the deaths from cancer has been noted. The proportion of deaths from this disease to the total 
deaths from all causes was 7:01 per cent., against 8°37 in 1915, while the rate per 1,000 of the mean 
population was 0°82, against 0°89 in the previous year.

All the deaths in South Australia in 1916 from cancer, except 10, were of persons over 30 years of age. 


In England the mortality from cancer has always been very much less amongst the male than amongst 
the female portion of the population. For instance, in the quinquennium ended with 1915 the average annual

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death rates there from this disease, per 1,000 of the mean population of each sex, were 0-96 and 1°14 respec- 
tively. In this State, though for the last few years the female rate has been rather higher than the male, 
the average rate of mortality is about the same for each sex, as the following table will show :—

Diabetes.—Fifty-five deaths (20 males and 35 females) were attributed to this disease in 1916, against 
64 in 1915. Most of the deaths occur after middle life; of the above total 42 were of persons over 45 years 
of age. 


Meningitis caused 95 deaths (51 males and 44 females) during the year, against 100 in 1915. The 
ordinary form of this disease is principally confined to children and young people; 32 out of the total 
deaths were of children under 5 years of age. Included in these 95 deaths were 58 (32 males and 26 
females) from epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis ; this disease made its appearance in the second half of 
the year 1915, and caused 57 deaths in five months; the deaths in 1916 were spread throughout the year, 
with the exception of the month of March. 


Diseases of the Heart.—Of the total deaths from all causes registered in 1916, 568 (or 11:19 per cent.) 
were attributed to one or other of the diseases of the heart shown in the abstracts, as against 488 in 1915. 


Bronchitis.—One hundred and sixty-two deaths (79 males and 83 females) were ascribed to bronchitis, 
being 46 more than in 1915. 


Pneumonia.—The deaths assigned to pneumonia, including broncho-pneumonia, numbered 276, 144 
being of males and 132 of females. The total was 40 more than that of 1915. 


Bright's Disease.—The deaths caused by chronic nephritis or Bright’s disease numbered 212 in 1916, 
and 208 in 1915, and from acute nephritis the respective numbers were 12 and 13. 


Diarrhea and Enteritis —The deaths attributed to these diseases numbered 436, being 8°6 per cent. of 
the total deaths, against 368 in 1915, and an average of 364 for the last five years. These two causes were 
responsible for much of the infantile mortality of the year, as 282 of the deaths were of children under one 
year old. 

Diseases and Accidents of Pregnancy and Childbirth.—The deaths ascribed in 1916 to these causes 
were 67, against 52 in the previous year. The proportion which deaths from these causes bore to 1,600 
registered births was 5°65, against 4-41 in 1915. The following table shows the proportions in South

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External Causes.—Of the deaths for the year, 245 (185 males and 60 females), or 4°8 per cent. 
of the total, were due to violence. This was equal to a rate of 0°57 per 1,000. The rate amongst 
males is more than three times as great as for females, the respective proportions being 0:90 and 0-27. 
The number for the year was lower than that for 1915, which was 267, and was below the average figures 
(275) for the last five years. 

The greater part (171) of the deaths from violence were due to various forms of accident, principally— 
drowning, 39; falls, 40; crushing, 49; and burns, 23. 


Suicides numbered 48 (42 males and 6 females), being more by 6 than in 1915. The average 
annual number of suicides for the last 10 years was 40. The rate per 1,000 living in 1916 was 0-11. 
For comparison it may be stated that the proportion for the Commonwealth in 1914 was 0°13, while 
the most recent returns available give the figures for the undermentioned countries as follows :—

A comparison of the two periods 1887-1901 and 1902-1916 shows a very gratifying improvement in the 
latter term; the average rate for the first fifteen years in the above table is 10°35, for the second it is only 
7°23 a decline of 30 per cent. 


For the metropolitan area the rate was 8°26, as against 6°49 for the remainder of the State.

This table shows that the mortality is heaviest amongst children under 1 month old, amounting to 
40 per cent. of the total; after 1 month the proportion improves rapidly. 

The chief causes of deaths of infants during the year were :—Prematurity, congenital debility, and 
malformations, 388, or 44 per cent. of the total; diarrhoea and enteritis, 282, or 32 per cent.; bronchitis 
and pneumonia, 74; convulsions, 22; and meningitis, 8. 

Death rates of legitimate and illegitimate children compared :—Deaths under 1 year per 1,000 births— 
Legitimate, 70°09; illegitimate, 162-14.

* Owing to the cessation of the records of inter-State trade, only the value of oversea imports and exports can be given since 1909. It 
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It is the opinion of statisticians that if through a series of years the number of marriages in each year be 
compared with the number of legitimate births in the following year, a very fair estimate can be obtained of 
the average number of children born to each married couple. Although the figures of a long series of years 
are required to demonstrate the correctness of this opinion, it is generally only necessary to examine those of 
a few years to obtain estimates that may be relied on. The following figures show the proportion of births to 
each marriage in South Australia fur thirty years, in each instance the births compared being for the year 


given and the marriages for the year before : —

It would seem from these figures that 3°91 is the average number of children born in South Australia to 
each marriage. It will be seen, however, that during the last ten years the proportion has, on the whole, 
been showing a decidedly downward tendency. 


ADELAIDE AND SUBURBS. 


By ‘“ Adelaide and suburbs” is meant an area consisting of the four registration districts of Adelaide, 
Hindmarsh, Norwood, and Port Adelaide. Within this area (which is 262 square miles in extent) there 
are, in addition to the city of Adelaide, the city of Unley, and the city of Port Adelaide, seven corporate 
towns, and many other towns and villages. The estimated population of Adelaide and suburbs on December 
31st, 1916, was 228,718 (97,991 males and 125,727 females). The estimated mean population of the year 
was 225,182 (100,634 males and 124,548 females). The births registered during the year numbered 5,874 
(3,060 males and 2,814 females); the deaths, 3,055 (1,619 males and 1,436 females); and the marriages, 
2,204. The births were less by 172, the deaths more by 218, and the marriages less by 319 than those 
recorded in the previous year. The birth rate per 1,000 of the mean population was 26:09, the death 
rate 13°57, and the marriage rate 9°79. The birth rate was lower by 1:30, the death rate higher by 1°84, 
and the marriage rate higher by 1°47 than the corresponding rates for the State. The birth, death, and 
marriage rates for twenty years are here appended :—

It will be seen that in every one of these years the rate was higher than the corresponding rate for the 
whole State shown ina previous table. It will be seen, too, that, as happened also in the case of the 
whole State, the rates since 1908 showed a remarkable decline. 


For comparison, the birth and death rates (inclusive, at least as far as the first six towns are concerned, 
of all births and deaths in pubiic institutions) per 1,000 of the mean population of the Australasian capital 
cities and suburbs and of several of the largest towns in Great Britain are here given. The figures for the 
British towns have been taken from the returns of the Registrar-General of England. while those for the 
Australasian capitals have for the most part been extracted from special returns, which, on application, were 
supplied to this office by the statistical authorities of the different Australian States and New Zealand :—

CITY OF ADELAIDE. 

The estimated population of the city on December 31st, 1916, was 39,6483 (17,809 males and 21,834 
females). The births registered in 1916 numbered 1,117, being more by 48 than those of the previous year ; 
and the deaths 1,305, being more by 100 than those of the previous year. In several of the numbered tables 
accompanying this report (particularly tables 6, 17, 18, and 20) will be found statistics referring specially to 
the city. 


The statistical authorities of the different Australian States and New Zealand do not agree as to how far 
births and deaths occurring in public institutions, such as hospitals, asylums, gaols, &c., should be included, 
or whether any of them at all should be included, in the calculation of the birth and death rates of cities or 
other large towns. Nor, in reference to this matter, are they agreed as to what institutions should be com- 
prehende od under the description “ public,” some giving a much wider meaning to the term “ public institu- 
tions’? than others do. The only comparison, ther efore, that can be conveniently made between the birth and 
death rates of the city of Adelaide and those of other large Australasian towns is one between the rates 
inclusive of all births and deaths in public institutions. The following figures show the rates per 1,000 of 
mean population in the towns named, exclusive of suburbs. ‘They are in all cases the rates inclusive of all 
births and deaths in public institutions :—

SEARCHES AND CERTIFICATES. 


The birth, death, and marriage records of the State now cover a period of over 70 years (compulsory 
registration began in 1842), and these records are made use of to an increasing extent, and for an increasing 
number of purposes each year. During the twelve months under review 9,809 searches were made for, and 
7,832 certificates were issued to, the general public on payment of the usual fees, while 12,657 searches 
were made for, and 72 certificates were issued to, various Government Departments without fee.
